The resignation of Chester Anderson, 
chief of the fire department's fire inspec­ 
tion and prevention division, will be sub­ 
mitted to the City Council for its con­ 
sideration Monday night, Fourth Ward 
Democrat 
David 
Curry 
told 
the 
Democrat-Capital Saturday. 
Anderson, 50. a 26-year veteran of the 
fire department and chief of the preven­ 
tion division since its inception last 
August, submitted his resignation to 
Mayor Carl Franklin June 30, one day 
before beginning a four-week vacation 
Franklin turned the resignation over to 
Curry, chairman of the council’s Fire 
and Water Committee, who will present 
it to the council Monday night 
If approved by the council. Anderson’s 
resignation would become effective Aug 
I. “ Mayor Franklin asked me to withhold 
the resignation until I returned from a 
trip to California in hopes that I would 
change my mind," he said. “ 1 talked to 
the mayor last Tuesday (July 13) and 
told him I have not changed my mind.” 
Asked his reason for resigning. Ander­ 
son replied, “ I ’ve been with the depart­ 
ment for 26 years and I just figured that 
was enough Every year you spend there 
you’re another year older.” 
Curry said, however, he understood 
Anderson was "dissatisfied with his title

as safety inspector with the department, 
and w-as dissatisfied with his salary, 
which is the same as an assistant fire 
chief.” 
Anderson, whose base pay is S902 per 
month plus longevity pay, denied' that 
salary or rank were factors in his deci­ 
sion. “ I don’t see eye to eye with 
everyone in the department and 1 took 
that into consideration when I submitted 
my resignation 
But 1 have no big 
disagreements with the department,” 
Anderson said he previously submitted 
his resignation last Christmas “ because 
of some disagreements I had with the 
department, but they were ironed out 
and I withdrew my resignation.” 
Fire Chief Willis Jabas said there were 
no disputes connected with Anderson's 
resignation Assistant Fire Chief Ken­ 
neth Sublett said, however. “ 1 know his 
reasons for leaving, but I think any state­ 
ment on that should come from him.” 
Asked what changes he would like to

’Silen t' kidn appers may 


h ave tipped victims off 


CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (A P) — Three men who engineered 
the bizarre kidnaping of 26 children and their school bus 
driver were mysteriously silent throughout most of the 
ordeal but may have slipped up by using one of their names in 
front of the victims. 


Authorities issued an all-points bulletin Saturday for a 
“ Jerry McCune” in connection with the case. They declined 
to say how they got the full name, but two of the victims said 
they heard one kidnaper address another as “ Jerry.” 
There was no further identification of McCune 


Shivering and dazed, the children and driver returned from 
a 36-hour journey of terror Saturday and told of being buried 
alive by their abductors. They told of a nightmarish descent 
into a stiffling, earth-covered moving van which they believ­ 
ed was fashioned into their coffin. 


“ We didn't think we’d ever get out," said ll-year-old 
Michelle Robison as the children came to the police station to 
be questioned and fingerprinted Saturday, “ I thought it was a 
joke at first, but I didn't when they put us in the vans ” 
Police wanted to identify the children’s fingerprints so they 
could isolate any unidentified prints in their investigation 
Mike Marshall, the 14-vear-old son of a rodeo performer, 
said, “ We didn't know if they were going to be there pointing 
guns at our heads or what ... I thought we were going to die 
down there... 
“ We were really sweating bad because we didn’t have no 
air,” said Mike, whose five hours of digging finally allowed 
the children and the driver to escape Friday night. 
Mike also said that he and a friend heard one of the kid­ 
napers call another kidnaper “ Jerry.” 
An all-points bulletin was issued for three men believed 
traveling in two vans, one white and one medium blue, each 
with two CB radio antennas. Police also said they were look­ 
ing for “ Jerry McCune.” One of the other kidnapers was 
described as 36 years old. with black curly hair, a chipped 
front tooth and a tattoo on his right forearm The other was 


described as 27, with brown hair, blue eyes and a hairy mole 
on his right cheek 
The descrptions only deepened the mystery. It was not 
known how authorities obtained the detailed descriptions 
since the kidnapers reportedly wore stocking masks And the 
APR’s description of the vans conflicted w ith the description 
given by bus driver Edward Ray, who said one van was 
white and the other black, not medium blue. 


“ We thought we’d had it,” Ray said “ The kids kept holler 
ing, Why ’d they do this to us’>' 
“ I don’t know either,” the 55-year old driver added 
As a statewide search was in progress for the three kid 
napers and two vans, authorities allowed more than KM) 
reporters and photographers to view the bunker-like prison, 
buried six feet underground at the rear of a quarry near 
Livermore, 95 miles to the northeast toward San Francisco 
It consisted 6f a World War II vintage moving van equipped 
with a two ventilation tubes, two exhaust fans, a portable 
toilet, mattresses, bedding and food supplies. 
“ The roof was shored up with 4-by-4s,” said Alameda Coun­ 
ty Sheriff Tom Houchins “ Whoever they were, they obvious­ 
ly took a great deal of time to fix it up ” 
Meanwhile, the FB I dropped out of the case, and Gov Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. offered a $10,000 state reward for in­ 
formation leading to the arrests and convictions of the 
kidnapers. 


Madera County Sheriff Ed Bates said the F B I was leaving 
the case “ at this time“ because there was no proof the kid­ 
napers had crossed a state line However, he said the bureau 
would continue to offer asssistance of its lab facilities 


The sheriff noted that the FB I “ developed some very good 
investigative leads, 
but “ motive is one of the areas where 
we have the least amount of information " 
Authorities said no ransom request had been received, and 
they noted that Chowchilla is not an affluent town, nor did

Fed eral effort to 
stop d rug s 'failed ' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Calling drug 
abuse a national tragedy, Senate in­ 
vestigators 
said 
Saturday 
that 
a 
reorganization intended to strengthen 
federal efforts to combat the traffic in il­ 
licit drugs has failed. 
In the three years since the Drug En­ 
forcement Administration — DEA - was 
established, 
the nation’s illicit drug 
traffic has grown, said a report of the 
permament 
investigations 
subcom­ 
mittee, a unit of the Senate Government 
Operations Committee. 
“ The number of drug addicts continues 
to increase at a rapid rate, brown heroin 
from Mexico continues to come into this 
country in massive amounts and drug 
abuse continues to spread into rural and 
suburban areas,” it said 
In comments on the report, Peter Ben- 
singer, DEA administrator, said that 
while the agency welcomes and needs the 
interest of the committee for more effec­ 
tive law enforcement against drugs, “ the 
finding of this report, simply put, are 
dated.” 
“ They may represent the committee 
findings on past DEA operations, but do 
not portray DEA's mission or strategies 
in July, 1976.” he said in a statement 
The subcommittee's report was based 
on an investigation and hearings con­ 
ducted last year 
It 
said 
that “ although 
DEA 
has 
presented statistics to demonstrate con­ 
siderable numbers of arrests of violators 
and seizures of illicit drugs, the ability of 
higher echelon dealers and financiers to 
bring illicit drugs into the United States 
has not been effectively deterred ” 


The subcommittee said the DEA has 
concentrated too much on pursuing low- 
level drug dealers and addicts and not 
enough on conspiracy cases targeted 
against high-level narcotics traffickers 
It also complained of a lack of co­ 
operation in exchanging information bet­ 
ween DEA and the Customs Service, 
responsible for protecting the nation’s 
borders and ports of entry against 
smugglers 
Sen. 
Sam 
Nunn, 
D-Ga , 
acting 
chairman of the subcommittee, said in a 
statement accompanying the report that 
DEA and Customs had “ declared war on 
each other - not on the big-time, interna­ 
tional narcotics smugglers and dealers.” 
The DEA 
was established in 
the 
Justice Department on July 1, 1973, 
under an executive order of former 
President 
Richard 
M 
Nixon 
con­ 
solidating the enforcement functions of a 
number of agencies. 
Nunn 
said 
that 
despite 
the 
subcommittee's 
criticisms 
of 
DEA 
operations, he was impressed by the ef­ 
forts of Atty Gen Edward Levi and Bens- 
inger, “ to correct many of the problems 
they inherited.” 
However, he added that “ Congress 
must also take a major role in this ef 
fort’' and said the subcommittee will 
hold hearings later this month to search 
for ways to improve federal narcotics 
enforcement 
On the type and level of DEA arrests. 
Bensinger said that D EA ’s Class I heroin 
arrests (major trafficker organization) 
have increased 106 per cent in the past 
nine months.

Reagan, while Reagan asked Utah's 
state convention to give him all of its 
20 delegates. 
The Connecticut state convention’s ae 
Ron gave Ford a total of 1,066 national 


votes 
of 
the 
GOP's 
nomination, 
compared 
with 
Reagan's 
1,000, 
according to an Associated Press tally 
The two state conventions were the last 
in the party’s delegate-selection process, 
leaving the two candidates only the 172 
uncommitted delegates to fight over if 
one is to gain the 1,130 votes needed for 
the nomination before the national con­ 
vention opens in Kansas City on Aug 16 
Ford called for unity at the Connecticut 
convention in Hartford, to “ center our at 
tack not on fellow Republicans but on this 
Democratic Congress, the Democratic 
platform and the Democratic ticket 
which tries to be all things to all people 
“ Now we must resolve to stop fighting 
each other and start helping each other ” 
It was his first political address since 
Jimmy Carter and Walter Mondale won 
the Democratic presidential and vice 
presidential nominations on Thursday. 


Ford got a rousing welcome at the 
Hartford convention, but outside the hall 
a group of about 50 Reagan supporters 
chanted “ We want Reagan" and waved 
placards

But although this cast of 
characters once held the pro­ 
mise of an interesting political * 
campaign, some of the actors 
themselves 
are 
saying 
it’s 
been disappointing, since a 
necessary 
ingredient-the 
issues—is missing. 
“ This is a funny campaign,” 
says former Gov. Warren E 
Hearnes, the veteran politi­ 
cian running in his fourth 
statewide 
campaign. 
“ It ’s 
been disappointing because of 
the lack of issues.” In 1964, we 
had straight out eyeball-to- 
eyeball issues. It ’s been hard 
to get that sort of thing out of 
this campaign.” 
U.S. 
Rep. 
Jam es 
Sym ­ 
ington, seeking the opportuni­ 
ty to succeed his father, says 
he runs into “ pools of in­ 
terest” in the campiagn, but 
that 
“ people 
are 
kinda 
cautious this year." 
“ They don’t 
want to 
be 
swept off their feet. They're 
going one step at a time,” the 
St. Louis County Democrat 
says. 
Congressman Jerry Litton, 
b e s t 
k n o w n 
to 
m o s t 
Missourians from his TV pro­ 
gram “ Dialogue with Litton,” 
says the lack of issues “ has 
left the media with nothing to 
cover but gossip.” 
He blames Symington, say­ 
ing he has “ decided to run on 
his name.” 
C h a rle s 
W h e e le r, 
the 
outspoken mayor of Kansas 
City, says “ if there’s public 
apathy, I think it’s because 
there’s media apathy.” 
These four men are seeking 
the Democratic nomination 
for the seat now held by Sen. 
Stuart Symington, who an­ 
nounced 
retirem ent 
plans 
last year Whoever wins will 
face Atty. Gen. John C. Dan- 
forth, the likely Republican 
nominee, 
who 
nearly 
beat 
Stuart 
Sym ington 
in 
the 
general election six years ago. 
Although there’s been no set 
of issues on which the can­ 
didates have debated during 
the past several months, each 
has taken a stand on what he 
believes the issues to be. 


Hearnes, who will be 53 next 
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Saturday, believes the public 
wants an end to deficit spen­ 
ding by Congress. 
“ The big issue is our finan­

stab ility,”

governor 
He is staunchly against abor­ 
tion and 
believes the first 
phase of the construction of a 
dam on the Meramec River 
should be completed, but that

Symington, 48, finds the big 
question on peoples’ minds is 
“ Can we trust you'’ ” 
“ Behind that question is a 
memory of disappointment,” 
he says referring to congres­ 
sional scandals and W ater­ 
gate.

Burmeister, whose organiza­ 
tion represents about 60 per 
cent of the state's 60,000 public 
school teachers, posted a $500 
bond and Magistrate Judge 
Kandall Waltz set Aug 30 for 
her trial 
Waltz said a second lob­ 
byist, Thomas Milner of the 
Associated Students of the 
University of Missouri, had 
agreed to turn 
himself in 
Monday 
Efforts 
were 
still

made to locate the other seven 
in the first attempt to enforce 
the state’s lobbying law since 
it was enacted in 1965. 
The misdemeanor charges

Why persons stutter still baffles researchers

The m a n at the 
other end of the p h o n e takes a 
breath, and goes on trying, as 
he has every day o f his life, 
tryin g for fluency. 
S t u t t e r i n g

culture, 
through all the p h a la n x e s of 
intelligence — and 
with little 
variation in frequen t y. 
A lthough

If anything, t h e re 's a pro­ 
blem of h a v in g too m a n y a p ­ 
proaches to trea tm ent, sa ys 
Dr. D a v id B u rn s, a L niversity 
of P e n n sy lv a n ia p sy c h ia trist 
who treats stutter« irs. But a 
num ber of them 
h a v e pro­ 
m ise, he said, and

p a rtic u la rly good ti m e to be a 
stutterer in therapy . ”

S a y s D r. R ic h a rd C u rle e of 
the U n iv e rsity of O re g o n , a 
leading authority, “ T h e re are 
people in m ental hosp it a ls who 
are 
diagnosed as 
p sy c h o tic 
who stutter. There a r e people 
who are neurotic w h o stutter. 
In short, it ap p e ars t.!nat p e r­ 
sonality, as well, v o r ie s in ­ 
dependently with the stutter­ 
ing sym pto m itself.”

counter difficulties at’. about 
the age of 4 when they are try ­ 
ing to achieve fluency 
R e se a rc h e rs have eried to 
find differences in tb e ir n e r­

Som e contend 
that

or 
m ore of these things com bine 
to bring the stu tte re r to a 
threshold, and stress* pushes 
him over.

Upholding an Air Force 
regulation 
requiring 
the 
discharge of any person found 
to have conducted homosexual 
acts, Gesell said, “ It is now 
clear from recent (Supreme 
Court) cases there is no con­ 
stitutional right to engage in 
homosexual actions." 
But Gesell added criticism 
of the Air Force’s “ knee-jerk 
reaction to some of these 
cases,” 
and 
suggested 
he 
might be making “ bad law" in 
his ruling. 
“ T his is a distressing case, a 
bad case," Gesell said after 
granting the government’s re­ 
quest for a summary judge­ 
ment. “ It may be that bad 
cases make bad law," he said.

Matlovich’s attorneys had 
argued that the Air Force fail­ 
ed to prove that their client’s 
off-the-job conduct affect his 
work. Government attorneys 
argued that if Matlovich’s 
honorary discharge of last Oc­ 
tober were overturned, the Air 
Force’s morale and recruiting 
would be adversely affected. 
His attorney, David Ad- 
dlestone, said an appeal could 
take more than a year. 
Matlovich, 32, has 
been 
traveling throughout the na­ 
tion since his discharge, lec­ 
turing to various groups. “ I’ve 
been able to pay my bills but I 
don’t know what the future 
holds" he said.

NASHVILLE. Tenn. (AP) — 
Veteran singer-songwriter 
Don Gibson says the “ outlaw” 
cult in country music is not for 
him. 
“ I think ‘outlaw’ is a bunch 
of bull,” Gibson said in an in­ 
terview. “ I used to do bad 
things myself, like drink and 
take pills, but we tried to keep 
it quiet, 
“ Now, hey want everybody 
to know they’re ex-cons.” he 
said. " I don't think that's a 
part of country music.” 


Gibson, 44. has been to the 
mountaintop and tumbled to 
the valley of near death. From 
1956 to 1970, his hits were as 
steady as the tides. 
“ Oh 
Lonesome Me” and “ I Can’t 
Stop 
Lo vin ’ 
Y o u ” 
are 
standards. 


He also plunged into pills, 
feeding an addiction for some 
eight years before busting the 
habit a few years ago. He 
can’t recall exactly when, but

the date is recorded at his 
home. 
His 
problem 
was com­ 
plicated by booze, and he 
drinks nothing now but beer. 
Ho’s had the same bottle of 
whisky at his home for about 
five years. 


“ I wouldn t have known if I 
had been crowned king of 
England.” he said about the 
days of his addiction. 


Last fall, he rejoined the 
Grand Ole Opry after a 12- 
year absence brought on by 
the pills He even shaved his 
beard in order to help keep 
fellow Opry performers, of­ 
ficials 
and 
his 
producer 
happy 


His current release is “ Do­ 
ing My Time." a bluegrass- 
style departure from his usual 
ballads. 


This 
continuing ambition 
sparks 
admiration 
from 
others in the music industry, 
“ The man has such a big 
catalogue, he doesn’t need to 
work another day the rest of 
his life,” one person said. 


“ Every man has to have a 
goal.” Gibson said “ I want to 
continue writing and w rite one 


bigger than “ I Can’t Stop 
Lovin’ You ’ But I’m not sit­ 
ting dow n, thinking I'll have to 
write another big one It 11 just 
come.” 
Drugs, he said, can be very 
deceptive He got hooked on 
diet pills prescribed by a 
doctor, 
“ People don’t know how 
drugs lip up on them, even 
ones like Valium and Librium 
People think they are mild and 
take them 
under 
doctor's 
orders and before you know it. 
you’re hooked ’ 
His advice for those already- 
hooked on drugs is “ admit it, 
head for the first hospital, get 
professional help and dry out 
for six weeks If people want 
to live, they should stop" 


“ I take it one day at time I 
know if I got back on them, it 
wouldn't do any good I'm en­ 
joying life a whole lot more 
since I quit and I've got a 
whole new future I've picked 
up w here 1 left off " 


Despite his feelings about 
the “ outlaws.“ he regards cur­

Chemical in fireflies 
fetches $560 an ounce 


ST, LOUIS (AP) -• All that 
glitters may not be gold, but in 
at least one instance it’s worth 
a lot more. 
It’s the stuff that puts the 
lightning in lightning bugs. 
Extracted from the tails of the 
incandescant 
insects, the 
chemical compound that fires 
the firefly fetches $20 a gram. 
That’s $560 an ounce or nearly 
five times the price of the 
precious metal. 
“ The fireflies contain two 
rare chemicals,” said Richard 
Vogel, an official of Sigma 
Chemical Co., perhaps the 
largest manufacturer of the 
extract. 
“ One is known as lucifrase 
and the other is luciferin. Both 
of these names are derived 
from the word Lucifer, mean­ 
ing devil and fire and that sort 
of thing. 
“ When they come into con­ 
tact with a chemical known as 
adenosine triphosphate 
— 
ATP — they produce light. 
This ATP is basic in every liv­ 
ing cell or substance.’’ 
And therein lies the value of 
the chemicals. ATP content of 
cells is an important piece of 
information to cancer resear­ 
chers, among others. An easy 
way to gauge it is by measur- 


ing the amount of light produc­ 
ed when firefly chemicals are 
added. 
Other 
applications 
are 
water quality control and the 
search for life beyond the 
planet. “ We just can’t make 
enough to meet demand.” 
Vogel said in an interview 
“ Orders come from scientists 
throughout the world.” 
Among its customers is the 
National 
Aeronautic 
and 
Space 
Administration, he 
said. “ Special electronic sen­ 
sors supposedly 
placed in 
‘ spacecraft determine whether 
ATP 
is 
present 
in 
outer 
space,” he said. 
“ It takes about 300 firefly 
tails to make a gram of 
lucifrase-luciferin 
extract,” 
Vogel said. Each year the 
company produces about 3.7 
million bugs. The process re­ 
quires about a week and is 
simple enough for a college 
chemistry student to handle. 
To catch the bugs, the com­ 
pany recruits enterprising 
youngsters in a 15-state area 
that stretches from Nebraska 
to New York to Florida and 
Mississippi, the general range 
of the insect. Each is equipped 
with a cloth net — or given in­ 
structions on how to make one 


— and supplied with special 
mailing containers. 
Sigma 
pays the postage 


Payment is made on a 
sliding scale. Quantities of 
20,000 return a penny a bug. 
Two thousand are w'orth 60 
cents a hundred. 


Jerry Boschert. a youth 
specialist for the University of 
Missouri Extension Service, 
coordinates firefly 
hunting 
among about 200 children in 
the Ste. Genevieve area. 


“ In a good season they may 
rack up as many as 300,000,” 
he said “ We’re talking about 
maybe $3,000 in return for 
their efforts"

A — Green Ridge Police Chief Harvey Harris said the 
practice of offering to let a motorist pay his fine on the 
scene has been in effect since he took office about two 
months ago It is done only as a courtesy to the motorist, 
he said, in lieu of requiring him to go to municipal court. 
The fine schedule for such violations was approved by the 
city council before he took over as chief, Harris said. 
If a motorist doesn’t want to or cannot pay the fine on 
the scene, his license is held, Harris said, until the fine is 
paid or the charge dismissed in municipal court. This 
practice is in effect in many Missouri municipalities, he 
said, including Kansas City. 
All moving violation convictions are reported to the 
Highway Patrol, Harris said, for assessment of points by 
the Patrol Insurance firms wanting such information, he 
said, would have to contact the patrol.

A—Roscoe Righter, city director of parks and recrea­ 
tion, noted it would be practically unfeasible to plant trees 
to provide shade and financially unfeasible to construct 
permanent shade areas. It would be impractical to plant 
trees, Righter said, because leaves and other objects 
would drop into the pool when the trees grow to the size 
that would provide shade. “ This would only provide an ad­ 
ded maintenance problem,” he noted. Considering the 
current tight park department budget, Righter said the 
cost of providing other types of shaded areas “ cannot be

Lee, a sp rightly 65-y ear-old 
woman who has sp ent mu ch of 
her adu lt life teaching infants 
and handicap p ed children how­ 
to swim and su rv iv e in water. 
She has done what many 
p eop le hav e considered im ­ 
p ossible — tau ght infants ju st 
ou t of the cradle how to swim, 
ev en how to ju mp off a div ing 
board. 
"I got the idea back in 1954 
after reading a story in the 
p ap er abou t a grandm other 
who was baby sitting two kids, 
both u nder 2, who wandered 
off and fell into a swimming 
p ool and drowned," she said. 
"It shou ldn't hav e hap p ened." 
She then lau nched her own 
su rv iv al p rogram , determined 
to p rev ent similar tragedies, 
and began teaching infants to 
tu rn ov er on their backs and 
cry for help the moment they 
hit water. 


"They don't like being on 
their backs any way , so they 
cry ,” ex p lains Mrs. Lee. a 
longtime swimming instru ctor

There was much talk on Capitol Hill 
after Watergate of a house cleaning 
That talk withered. 


The Way ne Hay s (D-Ohio) scandal 
rev iv ed the talk with a v engeance. There 
was enough sex in the story to focus na­ 
tional attention on what Congressmen 
were doing with tax money . But it ap­ 
pears that this matter may well end, too, 
with the demotion of Hay s, 
partial 
emasculation of the Administration Com­ 
mittee and a rechanneling of the route by 
which ex pense account funds reach Con­ 
gressmen For all the ex citement ov er 
the Hay s-Ray affair, this was peanuts 
compared with the influence peddling 
that 
determ ines 
how 
hundreds

There was hope for a time that the 
combination of Watergate and Hay s-Ray 
might coerce Congress to pass some sort

stalled permanently in the House

All wav e the flag, ex cept where their 
own organization is concerned.

‘ Our only hope is to somehow get these 
measures on the floor of the House w here 
most members won’t dare v ote against 
for fear of w hat v oters might do to them 
this Nov ember."

Health hazards are 
gov ernment-caused

WASHINGTON - The United States 
gov ernment may be hazardous to y our 
health 
At least two gov ernment agen­ 
cies. according to confidential studies, 
may permit dangerous chem icals to 
poison our food, water and air 


The Energy Research and Dev elop­ 
ment Administration (ERDA), for ex am ­ 
ple. is so anx ious to dev elop new energy 
sources that it is recklessly ignoring 
disease-causing by products 
The new 
technologies could create pollutants that 
cause 
cancer, 
nerv e ailments, 
liv er 
diseases, 
tooth 
corrosion 
and 
fatal 
poisonings 


At the sam e tim e, the Env ironmental 
P r ote c tion 
A g e n c y 
l E P A ) 
has 
ov erlooked ev idence that a cancer- caus­ 
ing 
group 
of 
chem icals 
is 
already 
th reaten in g 
public 
health 
T hese 
chem icals, known as nitrosamines, are 
considered so dangerous that the federal 
gov ernment regulates their presence in 
food. Yet EPA has done little to keep 
them from polluting the air. 


ERDA was established 18 months ago 
to consolidate the gov ernment’s energy 
research programs. But any new energy 
sources that are dev eloped, according to 
the agency ’s congressional mandate, 
must be harmless to the public health. 
* 


A 
W hite 
H ouse 
study 
ch arg es, 
howev er, that ERDA is pursuing its 
energy research without regard for the 
health 
threat 
This 
18 0-page 
report, 
prepared by the President’s Council on 
E nv ironm ental 
Q uality , 
has 
been 
av ailable only to top gov ernment of­ 
ficials 


The report charges bluntly that some 
of the proposed energy projects "cannot 
be operated in an env ironmentally ac- 


ceptable manner." As an ex am ple, the 
report 
cites 
"sy nthetic 
gas 
plants 
(which) may use nickel as a cataly st" 
This could create cancer-causing nickel 
compounds. 


The coal conv ersion process produces 
18 substances, in addition to nickel, 
which 
can 
cause 
leukem ia, 
brain 
damage, pneumonia and a host of other 
disorders. If all this sounds like scare 
propaganda, it is research produced not 
by env ironmental fanatics but by White 
House ex perts. 


One problem, the White House study 
points out. is that ERDA’s technologists 
and env ironmental researchers "do not 
hav e a close working relationship ” 
Some technological dev elopments hav e 
y et to be ex amined for their effects on the 
env ironment. 


One energy -producing process that 
may soon by put into use. for ex am ple, 
emits a prov ed cancer-causer called 
nickel sub-sulphide But ERDA has made 
absolutely no study of its impact on 
health 


ERDA “ must not irrev ocably comm it 
the nation" to a new energy form, the 
report urges in summation, until m an’s 
surv iv al is weighed into the equation. 


EPA 
officials, 
m eanw hile, 
hav e 
repeatedly pushed aside ev idence that 
the public is breathing cancer-causing 
nitrosamines 
These 
chem icals 
are 
formed 'when 
substances 
known 
as 
amines, which are present in the air and 
the body , react with the nitrogen ox ides 
that spew from auto ex haust pipes and 
industrial smoke stacks 


Incredibly , 
the 
EPA 
itself 
has 
acknowledged the harmful effects of 
nitrosamines 
"As a family of car­ 
cinogens (cancer causers).” states one 
EPA study , "the nitrosamines hav e no 
equals.” .Another confidential report can- 


didly confesses that some “ nitrosamines 
are likely ’to be carcinogenic in hum ans.” 


Yet the EPA has put the nitrosamine 
menace on the back burner. It has turned 
down repeated suggestions that the air 
abov e certain cities be monitored for 
nitrosamines. One request cam e from 
scientist Dav id Fine, who has dev eloped 
a widely acclaim ed technique for identi­ 
fy ing the deadly chem icals in the air. 


In 
independent 
te sts, 
he 
found 
nitrosamines in the atm osphere abov e 
Baltimore and Belle, W.Va. At the latter 
site, the highest lev els were recorded in 
the v icinity of a DuPont plant which 
manufactures amines. Between 19 56 and 
19 74, 144 em ploy es of the plant cam e 
down with cancer. 


The EPA hired another contractor to 
v erify Fine’s data. Although the findings 
were quickly confirmed, the agency 
refused to begin a monitoring program 
on the ex cuse that it had run out of funds. 


Not until last March, after pressure 
was brought upon EPA by Rep Andrew 
Maguire, D-N J .. did the regulatory 
agency finally begin lim ited monitoring 
programs in Boston and New York City . 
EPA has also agreed to conduct som e 
tests in heav ily industrialized parts of 
New J ersey , an area known to the local 
populace as "cancer alley .” 


Six 
months 
ago, 
the 
EPA 
also 
established a study group of outside 
scientists to assess the nitrosamine pro­ 
blem. But al least three m em bers of the 
task force, we hav e learned, hav e ties to 
the industries they hav e been asked to in­ 
v estigate. 


There is little promise, moreov er, that 
the EPA will learn more about the pro­ 
blem within the near future. Out of a $175 
million research budget for the current 
fiscal y ear, only 1300,000 has been ear­ 
marked for the study of nitrosamines.

how many aged women get

$700 or $800 a month. I don’t

Friday has run into a legal 
roadblock,

lawsuit

paral Inc., of Kankakee, 111. 
Attorney Rodney Peake of 
Belleville said he entered the 
suit 
in 
Republic 
County 
District Court to protect in­ 
terests 
of 
p articip ants, 
veterinarians and other per­ 
sonnel connected 
with 
the 
race. 
Peake said the legal action 
would 
have 
the 
effect 
of 
halting the race once the 
defendants were served. 
The attorney explained that 
the suit was to protect in­ 
terests of the riders, to make 
sure the prizemoney, placed in 
escrow in a Chicago bank by 
the American Horse Race 
Inc., would not revert to the 


promoters in event the race 
wasnotccmpleted. 
The race, in financial dif­ 
ficulties 
when 
the 
riders 
reached Hannibal, Mo., seem­ 
ed to have these problems 
solved when a riders’ commit­ 
tee took over operation of the 
race and raised money to com-

Competition begins today 


MONTREAL (AP) — A butterfly duel between 
Billy Forrester of the United States and Roger Pyt- 
tel of East Germany highlights the first day of com­ 
petition Sunday when the 21st Summer Olympic 
Games begin after weeks of bitter political 
wrangling. 


The awesome East German women swimmers 
are expected to win the 4U0-meter medley relay for 
the only other swimming gold medal to be awarded 
on the first day of action. 


The athletes finally take the stage after the 
Games have been sullied by bitter international 
political fights that resulted in the withdrawal of 
teams from the Republic of China and several 
African nations. 
Still, about 7,000 athletes from 110 nations will 
compete for the gold, silver and bronze medals that 
mark the height of athletic accomplishment in 21 
summer sports The Soviet Union, United States 
and the two Germany’s are expected to dominate the 
medal standings. 


Swimmers In spotlight 


Swimming takes the early spotlight in these 
games, with the track and held events not 
scheduled to start until next Friday. The American 
men could win all 13 of their swim events and U.S. 
coach Doc Counsilman said “ Every event will have 
a new world record except the 100-meter butterfly.” 


Likewise, the East German women swimmers 
could win all their events, but an American team 
will try to block that possibility Sunday in the 
medley relay. Linda Jezek of Palo Alto, Calif., will 
swim the 100 meter backstroke leg of the event; 
Lauri Siering of Modesto, Calif., will swim the 
breaststroke; Camille Wright of New Albany, Ind., 
the butterfly, and Shirley Babashoff of Fountain 
Valley, Calif,, the freestyle anchor leg. 


Miss Babashoff, 19, is the American superstar 
hope in swimming but she will have difficulty 
upstaging East Germany's Kornelia Ender, who 
holds world records in the 100- and 200-meter 
freestyle events. 
If the East Germans win the event, as expected, it 
, will be that nation’s first gold medal ever in 
; women’s swimming. 
The 200-meter butterfly duel between Forrester of 
Birmingham. Ala., and East Germany’s Pyttel 
could start the American men swimmers to the 
sweep they dream of. Forrester won the world 
championship in Cali, Columbia, in 1975 and Pytell 
holds the world record in the event. Mike Bruner of 
Stockton, Calif., has a good chance for a medal in 
the race. 


Basketball showdown 


The American and Russian basketball teams, 
which are expected to meet eventually for the gold 
medal, both get started in preliminary competition 
Sunday. The Americans, who lack the big center but 
have great speed and some outstanding pro pro­ 
spects. take on Italy in the first round. Russia meets 
Mexico. 
The United States won every Olympic basketball 
gold medal until 1972 in the Munich Games, when 
the title was virtually stolen from them in one of the 
Games' most bitter controversies ever The United 
States apparently had won by one point but the of­ 
ficials required that the last three seconds played 
over, and then played over again until Russia 
finally scored and won, 51-50. 
Aleksandr Belov, the man who scored that basket, 
is back on the Russian team along w ith 19-year-old 
Vladimir Tkachenko, who stands 7-foot-3. 
U.S. coach Dean Smith of North Carolina has four 
of his own players plus such standouts as college 
player the year Scott May of Indiana, his team­ 
mate. Quinn Buckner, and Adrian Dantley of Notre 
Dame 


Rumanian prodigy 


Gymnastics also gets under way Sunday with 14- 
year-old Rumanian prodigy Nadia Comaneci ex­ 
pected to grab the spotlight. American hopes in this 
sport hinge on Cardrie Englert, 18, of Tallahassee. 
Fla., who says she has nightmares about falling off 
the balance beam, and on Peter Kormann, 20, a 
junior Southern Connecticut State College. 
Miss Englert, a national champion in both the free 
exercise and the beam, said, “ You can practice and 
practice but there is always the chance you will fall 
off the beam. For sure, it’s the most nerve-wracking 
event.“ 
“ I dreamed I fell off the balance beam about 
seven times., I just kept climbing back on and fall­ 
ing off again. I kept thinking, ‘Oh. my God. All 
these people are watching ’ 
Action also is scheduled Sunday in cycling, field 
hockey, soccer On which the U.S. is not competing), 
handball, modern pentathlon, rowing, shooting, 
water polo, volleyball and weightlifting. The Games 
continue until Aug. 1. 


Diversity in styles 


These games, although they have been torn by 
politics, strikes and cost overruns, still match 
young competitors as diverse as an English 
princess and an American woman basketball player 
who worked as a gas station attendant to earn 
money to continue her training. Princess Anne will 


be competing in the equestrian events, in which her 
husband. Capt. Mark Philip's, is an alternate 
member of the British team The sometime-gas sta­ 
tion attendant is Mary Anne O’Connor of Fairfield, 
Conn., a teacher who couldn’t get a job because she 
needed time off for Olympic trials. 


“ The best thing 1 could get was a job pumping 
gas,” she said. “ 1 also managed to get some part- 
time teaching at Southern Connecticut.” from 
which she graduated in 1975 after earning All- 
America honors in basketball. 


Boxers look tough 


The American boxing team should carry off a 
share of medals, and you had to root for Howard 
Davis Jr. of Glen Cove, N Y., who will fight in the 
132-pound class. His mother died last Thursday 
night after an illness of 18 months, but Davis 
did not go home for the funeral 
“ It's been my dream and my mother’s dream that 
I win a gold medal,” he said 


In the heavyweight division. American John Tate, 
who wants to wear a robe emblazoned “ 1 love 
America," will have to get past defending gold 
medalist Teofiio Stevenson of Cuba, who is an 
amateur in his country but who is ranked among the 
world’s five best heavyweights by some boxing 
observers. 


Tate meets Andrzej Biegalski of Poland in the 
first round July 26. Although he has been fighting 
only 19 months, Tate has a 51-7 record. He would 
meet Stevenson in the third round if they both get 
that far. 


A total of 348 boxers from 19 nations will fight 
about 3,000 rounds during the Games. 


Lone Israeli hope 


The Israeli team, which had 11 members killed in 
a raid by Arab terrorists in the 1972 Olympics, have 
only one real gold medal hope, hurdler Esther Roth. 
She is the only returning member of that ill-fated 
Munich Israeli team and is a top contender in the 
100-meter hurdles. 


Israeli athletes are protected in Montreal by 
soldiers armed with submachine guns and wearing 
bullet proof vests. Other athletes are protected 
nearly as closely, with 1,800 soldiers, Canadian 
Mounlies and city and provincial police everywhere 
around this charming old city of 2.7 million people. 
The Olympic Village, high-rise apartment 
buildings, are surrounded by a high wire fence and 
patrolled by rifle-carrying soldiers.

international sport sanctions. 
There were divisions among 
the Africans themselves, and 
suspense gripped the Olympic 
stadium as teams marched in 
for the opening ceremony. A 
missing place symbolized and 
eleventh-hour decision to 
boycott the competition 
because New Zealand, accus­ 
ed of coddling the segrega­ 
tionist South African govern­ 
ment. would not withdraw its 
team 
as the Africans 
demanded. 
Most of the African athletes 
reacted with stoicism to the 
pull-out decisions, but a few, 
bucking possible reprisals at 
home, indicated they were 
disgusted by their govern­ 
ments actions. 
The 22 African teams—join­ 
ed by Iraq in a gesture of 
solidarity—were out of the 
Games in a movement that 
gathered momentum Satur­ 
day morning. 
The teams to leave Satur­ 
day, joining Tanzania, 
Somalia, Madagascar, 
Mauritius. Gambia and 


.Nigeria, which had announced 
previously they would not par­ 
ticipate, were; 
Algeria, 
Kenya, Uganda, Ethiopia, the 
Congo Republic, Chad, Egypt, 
Central African Republic, 
Gabon, Ghana, Libya, Niger, 
Sudan, Togo, Upper Volta and 
Zambia 
Zaire and Malawi were also 
out of the Games, but their 
decisions were made known 
weeks ago and were related to 
their athletes not coming up to 
Olympic levels, rather than 
the New Zealand dispute. 
With Taiwan added, this 
made a total of 26 countries 
originally planning to take 
part in the Games that did not 
join the opening ceremonies. 
It meant that the Games 
would go on without the 1,500 
meter duel between Filbert 
Bayi of Tanzania and John 
Walker of New Zealand, and 
such athletes as John Akii-Bua 
of Uganda, the defending 
champion in the 400-meter 
hurdles. 
Mike Boit of 
Kenya, a 
favorite in the 800, Ethiopia’s 
distance specialists, Tua 
Eshetu and Miruts Yifter, and 
N i g e r i a ’ s 4 00 - meter 
challengers. Dele Udo and 
Felix Amadiyi, were also 
gone. 
There was a threat of action 
to be taken, possibly as early 


as Monday, against the 
African rebels by the Interna 
tional Olympic Committee

The departm ent’s Animal 
and Plant Health Inspectio n 
Serv ice said the o utbreak o f 
screww o rm s were fo und in 
Dallam and Hartley co unties 
in the no rthwest part o f the 
Tex as panhandle and in Red 
Riv er and Mo ntague co unties 
in the no rtheast. 
Officials said the new cases 
“ greatly ex tend the threat o f 
this parasite to liv esto ck” and 
warned that screwwo rms are 
a po tential threat in New Mex ­ 
ic o , 
C o lo r a d o , 
K a n s a s , 
Oklaho ma and Arkansas. 
Screwwo rms are maggo ts 
o r larv ae hatched fro m eggs o f 
' the screwwo rm fly laid in o pen 
wo unds. If untreated, they can 
maim o r kill cattle, sheep, 
wildlife and humans. As the 
eggs hatch, the tiny wo rms 
burro w into the wo und and 
feed o n liv ing flesh. 
“ Flies hav e been kno wn to 
migrate as far as 180 miles in

FAMILY W EEKLY: Some people have 
complained recently that the F B I was 
turning into a kind of American Gestapo. 
For instance, agents infiltrated certain 
radical political groups-not groups of 
foreign spies, but groups of American 


citizens. You’ve been questioned a lot 
about this in Congress, haven't you? 
CLARENCE KELLEY: Yes. and in the 
media, too. 1 said in Congress, and I'll 
say again to you. that mistakes of judg­ 
ment have been made in the past. A few 
years ago. some agents did things that 
wouldn't be tolerated today. But be sure 
you understand the situation clearly. 
We're talking now about the 1960's. That 
was a tense and frightening period. We 
had riots, terrorist bombings, fiery 
speeches, a lot of fear and anger. The 
country seemed to be in danger, and 
agents simply did what they thought was 
needed to protect the country. 
FW: Weren't there any guidelines to tell 
you what to do, how far to go? 
KELLEY: That was a big part of the 
problem. The guidelines were obscure or 
nonexistent. Congress had never really 
told the F B I what to do in a situation 
like that, so all any agent could do was 
use his own judgment. Then, later, peo­ 
ple came around and criticized him for 
judging wrong. That wasn't quite fair. 
The guidelines should have been laid 
down before the emergency, not after. 
FW: Then you would welcome firmer 
and clearer guidelines in the future? 
KELLEY: Absolutely. 1 would welcome 


overseeing by Congress, which means 
from the American people. 1 might say 
the guidelines are already growing firmer. 
Questions of what is and isn't proper are 
being answered more clearly by Con­ 
gress and by the Attorney General. 
FW: Has the F B I made any changes as 


a result? 
KELLEY: Yes. For instance, we’ve re­ 
duced the number of domestic intelli­ 
gence investigations by more than 60 


percent since 1973. 
FW: Are you afraid changes like these 


could weaken the FBI'.’ 
KELLEY: Not necessarily. It's true we 
have two needs that don't always fit to­ 
gether easily : the need to protect indi­ 
vidual rights and the need to maintain 
national security. But I don't feel this is 
an uncompromising position. 
FW: But all this “ Gestapo" talk, the tre­ 
mendous concern with civil rights and so 


on-won't it unavoidably put obstacles in 


the way of your doing your job? 
KELLEY: There is certainly that danger. 
A blunderbuss approach to restricting 


our national security agencies could be 
ruinous. Our enemies abroad obviously 


hope something like this will happen. To 
them, our current obsession with public 
confession and exposure of national se­ 
curity activity is a sign of weakness. 
They find it ridiculous, but they like it. 
Unquestionably they hope to profit from 
it. If we lose our flexibility while they 
keep theirs, we will be at a terrible dis­ 


advantage. 
FW: Has this loss of flexibility started to 


happen yet? 
* 
KELLEY: Only in one respect. The 1975 
Federal Privacy Act and the Freedom of 
Information Act require us to open our 
files to Congressmen, the press and others 
with legitimate requests. In some ways, 
this has had good effects. It s in keeping 
with our growing distaste for unneces­ 
sary Government secrecy, and it makes 
agents keep material out of the files 
that needn't be there-careless remarks 
about people, material that isn’t actually 
needed to prosecute a given case. But 
I'm worried because many of our in­ 
formants are going to be scared that their 


names will be divulged. 
FW: W ho are these informants? 
KELLEY: They're mainly private citizens 
who help us either out of patriotism or 
because they are fed up with crime. In 
the past, citizens could come forward 
with information and we could promise 
to keep their names secret. W e don’t 
know if we can promise that any more. 
As a result, useful information may be 
kept from us. Recently, for example, we 
were in touch with a businessman who 
was prepared to give us a lot of valuable 


help on a case. But when we couldn't 
guarantee to keep his name to ourselves, 
he backed out. 
FW: So you think this new concern with 
democratic ideals and civil rights could 
be damaging to the F B I? 
KELLEY: No, I only said it could be 
damaging in a blunderbuss approach. If 
we go at it carefully and seek reasonable 
balances, everything will turn out fine. 
As a matter of fact, though this isn’t 
common knowledge, the F B I has long 
been a leader among law-enforcement 
agencies in protecting citizens’ rights 
Long before the famous Miranda court 
decision made it mandatory, F B I agents 
were carefully advising people of their 
rights 
during 
questioning. 
J. 
Edgar 
Hoover set up that rule in the days when 
I was a special agent. If we were going 
to question a suspect, we first told him 
he could have an attorney present if he 
wanted one, and we warned him that 
anything he said could be used against 
him in court. 
FW: Let's turn to the question of crime. 
The F B I collects crime statistics from 
police departments all over the country, 


doesn't it? 
KELLEY: Yes, and the statistics are quite 
alarming. The crime rate in America has 
increased by more than 16 percenuin the 
past three years. In one statistical study 
in 1974, it turned out that a boy born that 
year in a poor urban area had a greater 
chance of dying by murder than a World 
W ar II American soldier had of dying in 
combat.

FW: What is the F B I doing about it? 
KELLEY: That isn't quite the right ques­ 
tion. The question is. what is the public 
doing? Too often in recent years, people 
have acted as though the entire respon­ 
sibility for preserving law and order rests 
with the police. The response to an in­ 
crease in crime has been a call for more 
police, when what's needed is more sup­ 
port and cooperation from the public. 
FW: In what ways? 
KELLEY: Well, for one thing a greater 
willingness to "get involved.” More w ill­ 
ingness to report suspicious activities. 
Willingness to appear as a witness. These 
are obligations of any citizen who wants 
to live in safety. 


FW: After all that shrill talk about “ pigs" 
and “ police brutality” in the 196()’s. and 
after Watergate and all our other trou­ 
bles. isn't there a lot of distrust of law- 
enforcement agencies? 
KELLEY: Yes. but I feel the tide is turn­ 
ing. People today are sick of crime, sick 
of terrorist bombings. They want to walk 
in their own streets again without tear. 
W e ’ve been through a period of empha­ 
sis on the care and feeding of the 
criminal, but today we're finally turning 
back to caring about the victim. 
FW: You feel there has been too much 
gentle treatment of criminals? 
KELLEY: In some cases, yes. We've had 
this illusion that all habitual offenders 
can somehow be rehabilitated. Not all 
can be. and those who can t be should 
be incarcerated. I ’m referring to certain 
kinds of psychopaths and other people 
so thoroughly enmeshed in a life of crime 
that there’s no reasonable hope they’ll 


ever change. 
FW: It must be uncomfortable sometimes 
to he in the law-enforcement business in 
these distrustful times. How is morale in 


the F B I? 
KELLEY: Gratifyingly high. It’s true that 
some of our agents get badgered and 
questioned a lot by family members and 
friends. This is particularly true of the 
younger men and women. It’s painful. 
But they stay on the job because they 
like it despite the harassment. Let me tell 
you something that makes me proud. I 
make it a point to congratulate people 
personally when they reach the end of 
25 years in the F B I. You might think 
that would be a rare occurrence, but it 
isn't. Looking at my calendar for the 
coming week. I see I ’ve got several of 
these talks scheduled every day, and on 
one day there are nine. That tells me a 


lot. 
FW: So despite all the problems, the F B I 
is a going concern.

When Foods “Go Bad”. 
The Dangers 


That Napoleon you take on a 
picnic this summer can be 
your Waterloo. So can pud­ 
dings. Or creamed soups or 
gravies. Or mayonnaise. 
Or any other rich foods or 
products of dairy origin that 
tend to “go bad” in warm 
weather—including yogurt. 
The bacteria that cause food 
poisoning thrive in warm 
weather. Some cause mild 
symptoms you’ll hardly 
notice: others really treat you 
rough. Botulism, for instance, 
is often fatal. The botulism 


germ grows best in the ab­ 
sence of air; so its source is 
improperly canned or 
jarred foods. The staph 
bug is less deadly, and the 
symptoms—nausea, vomit­ 
ing, diarrhea and sometimes 
shock or loss of conscious­ 
ness—last only 24 hours; 
but it’s painful to the point 
that many a patient wishes he 
were dead. Although staph 
infection is self-limiting, It's a 
good idea to see the doctor 
anyway, because typhoid 
and paratyphoid start the 
same way. One clue differen­ 
tiating them is that the whole 
family usually comes down 
with the staph food poisoning 
in one to eight hours, while 
typhoid takes a longer run­ 
ning start. How to avoid food 
poisoning? Be careful with 
that list of perishables noted 
earlier or with chicken or 
other salads made with may­ 
onnaise. Keep them in a 
picnic cooler at 40 degrees 
until ready to eat. Be care­ 
ful not to run out of ice. 
Special tip; Leafy vegetables 
can cause stomach flip- 
flops, too. Rinse all produce 
carefully. You’ll be washing 
off insecticides, which are 
water-soluble, as well.

arrived at Joanne Woodward’s mid­ 
town Manhattan apartment and was 
greeted by the actress herself. She 
was wearing a smashing red dress. 
She looks younger in person, especially 
since she acquired a new “Dorothy 
Hamill” haircut and shed a few pounds. 
There is an excitement in her speech and 
a sparkle in her perfectly beautiful eyes. 
Her 18 years of marriage to Paul New­ 
man and her three children, girls aged 
11 to 17, don't seem to have marred her 
soft, sensual looks—or her famous razor- 
sharp wit. 
FAMILY WEEKLY: Why don't we see 
you in more films? 
JOANNE WOODWARD: There is al­ 
ways something else equally interesting 
to do. So far this year. I’ve been in­ 
volved with ballet companies. I did a 
poetry-jazz concert, and I went back to 
my high school in G reenville, S.C., 
and did a play with an amateur cast. I 
dreaded the whole idea of seeing people 
I hadn't seen in so many years, but it 
turned out to be marvelous fun. My old 
schoolmates weren't physically any dif­ 
ferent from the way I remember them, 
but it was as if I was meeting them all 
for the first time and w'e were instant 
friends. 
FW: Could you have stayed in your 
home tow n longer than that one week?

I 
hate to sense that my life is fixed and 
parceled out—which is not considered 
my most admirable quality by other peo­ 
ple.

nars Training] has helped me to like and 
understand myself better. Any of those 
self-help groups are beneficial because 
the more finely tuned you are. the better 
off you are.

We tend to 
think that it's only women who feel hys­ 
terical and unwanted, but as those men 


spoke of their feelings of rejection, in­ 
security, inability to perform as a hus­ 
band and father or as a businessman, 1 
realized that men suffer equally but for 
different reasons.

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all his title what you may, “ Presi- ‘ 
dential Shadow” would be a 
better word for it. Wherever 
President Gerald R. Ford goes, 
35-year-old top aide Richard B. Cheney 
is sure to follow. It is Cheney who brings 
the President the good news and the bad. 
It was Cheney who first told Ford that he 
had lost his first primary—the one in 
North Carolina. 
How does one deliver bad news to a 
President? And how does this particular 
President take bad news? “ He handles it 
very well,” says Cheney. “ That’s one of 
his great strengths. I have to be very 
straight with him. 1 don’t pad bad news 
or soften it. I just tell him straight out.” 
When Cheney inherited the job of top 
assistant to the President, he reluctantly 
gave up driving himself to the White 
House in his little Volkswagen. He had 
to use a chauffered staff car because of 
all the material he had to carry. When 
Cheney gets into the car, the driver has 
already brought along the Presidential 
news condensation, which is prepared 
for the Chief Executive each morning. 
The day of this interview, the news sum­ 
mary consisted of 17 pages of commen­ 
tary and five pages of hard-news items. 
Also in the car for quick perusal are two 
newspapers-one Washington paper and 
“The New York Times.” 
From 7:10 to 8:00 a.m., Cheney is 
alone with the papers and his thoughts 
and no phone calls are put through ex­ 
cept the President’s calls. Cheney’s first 
private meeting with the President is at 
8:30, at which time they discuss policy 
papers, the scheduling of trips and the 
schedule of the day. As the President 
talks, Dick Cheney makes quick notes. 
At 9 a.m. Cheney meets with his own 
staff-such men as David Gergen, his 
assistant, James Connor, staff secretary 
to the President, and Jerry Jones, who 
manages the President’s schedule. At 
9:15 he is likely to sit in on the Presi­ 
dent's meetings with such Cabinet offi­ 
cers as Henry Kissinger and Donald 
Rumsfeld. At 10:30 Cheney is again in 
the Oval Office with the President, this 
time going over such matters as Con­ 
gressional relations and other problems. 
Lunch is a sometime thing-usually a 
sandwich at his conference table, which 
has a splendid view of the White House

lawns and people passing by. At the end 
of a busy afternoon, usually at 5:30, 
Cheney wraps up the day in the Presi­ 
dent’s office. After that, he again has a 
meeting with his own staff—at about 
6:30 or 7:00-to discuss the things he 
has learned and the problems of the next 
day. If he's lucky, he might make it home 
for dinner. 
Where Cheney will go after the White 
House is hard to predict. While speaking 
wistfully of getting back to the academic 
life, from which he came, Cheney adds, 
“ I've never had a plan that worked out, 
so 1 don’t plan. The future is too unpre­ 
dictable. I used to ask myself what I 
wanted to do. but I no longer do. 1 
started out to teach political science. 
Then a funny thing happened on the way 
to my degree, and here 1 am.” 
The funny thing that happened was 
that Cheney was “ borrowed for 10 
days” and never returned. That was in 
1969, when Cheney, a University of 
Wyoming graduate student in political 
science, was gaining some practical ex­ 
perience on the staff of Rep. William 
Steiger of Wisconsin. Rep. Donald Rums­ 
feld, who had just left the House to be 
Director of the Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity, "borrowed” Cheney for just 
10 days to help out; but he was so im­ 
pressed with Cheney that he never re­ 
turned Steiger's protege. When Rumsfeld 
went to the White House as President 
Ford’s chief aide, Cheney was the first 
man he called for. 
What is Richard Cheney really like? 
It’s hard for those around him to believe 
his modesty. And that goes for the Presi­ 
dent as well. So low key is Cheney 
that when President Ford wanted to give 
him cabinet status as Rumsfeld had had, 
Cheney determinedly talked him out of 
it. Cheney does not even want a new 
flashy car. “ I’ve got my 11-year-old 
Volkswagen that’s like a member of the 
family, and I’m going to stick 
w jg m 
with it until it dies.”
